29.— Italy is certain that it must participate in 
the war 
This opinion prevails in all classes of society there, according 
to Miss Virginia Butler, professor of history in a Rome college, who ar 
rived here today 
direct from the Eternal City. 
Miss Butler, 
who fs a 
g rad u a te 
of Wellesley 
college, 
has made a careful study of conditions 
in Italy and 
she believes that the monarchy cannot hope to remain much 
longer away from participation in actual hostilities. 
And when the time 
comes, she will enter the war on 
the side of 11n* allies, in the opinion 
of Miss Butler. 
“ As a reward for her neutrality,” 
said Miss Butler, 
“ Italy has been 
promised 
by 
tile allies 
Trieste. 
Tricot© and 
Vallona. 
All parties 
concerned are merely 
awaiting tor 
the 
psychological 
moment

formal announcem ent. 
This 
may 
coni© only when the success of tho 
triple* entente has left no doubt as 
to the ultimate outcome of the war. 
It may not come until the m oment 
arrives when the occupation by Italy 
of Austria's Italian provinces would 
put tho final staggering

Austria. 
“ Whenever it comes, it wi 11 be in 
th© form of an announcem ent that 
the entente considers that Italy, be­ 
ing an indispensable factor in 
the 
m aintenance of the equilibrium 
of 
the Mediterranean, m u st have com­ 
plete domination 
of the Adriatic. 
Then Italy must, step In and occupy 
her new* possessions 
and maintain 
her right to them by force of arms. 
Italy, realizing this, has been pre­ 
paring. 
Her arm y Is mobilized. She

worth of supplies, including com ­ 
plete hospital 
equipm ent and the 
like, from the United States. 
“ Italian troops 
are mobilized in

Brindisi for the occnpation of Val­ 
lona and the rem ainder stationed at 
strategical points along th e Austrian 
frontier. 
One million pairs of shoes, 
imported from the United States for 
the army, are now* being fitted with 
cleats on the bottom for th e m o u n ­ 
tain fighting in the northeast along 
the frontier. 
A volunteer corps is 
being organized to replace the regu­ 
lar troops in Lybia so th a t Italy will 
have her hest troops at. her dispos­ 
al. 
Many elderly officers of

rank have been retired and 
their 
places taken by younger men. 
“ One of Italy’s problems is taking 
care of the thousands of reservists 
who have come there to join the col­ 
ors. 
They had only money enough 
to carry them to Italy. Many brought 
t h e 1! families, and this will prove 
an added burden. 
In order that 
th ere may be as little actual suffer­ 
ing as possible, th e Italian govern­ 
m ent has appropriated $26,000,000 
for public wow rks.”

’ Drafting is now’ going on again 
and most everybody 
is 
accepted. 
Those unfit to go to the front have 
to nurse the wounded and do other 
services of every description. 
Of 
course we know that this war has 
been planned by our enemies for 
a long time. 
The Russians had 
deep trencher ready from the start, 
and in them they 
laid 
invisible. 
When the Austrians attacked them, 
they surrendered at once. 
What do 
they care about a few thousand men, 
when Jhey have millions 
back of 
them? 
Cholera has appeared 
in 
Galicia and we are afraid that the 
wounded soldiers may bring it

Wounded soldiers can now
